A 14-year-old boy was the 
victim of a brazen and 
shocking shooting in a 
typically serene city 
neighbourhood, Win¬ 
nipeg police say. 

The teen, who was con¬ 
fined to hospital yester¬ 
day, was shot somewhere 
below the waist through 
the window of his Taft 
Crescent townhouse 
shortly before 3:45 a.m. 
yesterday. 

He was last listed in sta¬ 
ble condition. 

A suspect or suspects 
who remained at large 
riddled the two-storey 
home with bullets for an 
unknown reason. 

As many as 13 shots 
from what was described 
by officers as a “large-cali¬ 
bre” gun struck the front 
window, while others 
shelled additional parts of 
the residence. 

The victim, described 
by police as an “innocent 
bystander,” was lucky to 
escape the incident with 
his life.

“The victim in this mat¬ 
ter is very, very fortu¬ 
nate,” Const. Jason 
Michalyshen said. 

Luckily, nobody else 
among the eight other 
people inside the home — 
nor in the adjoining town- 
house — was injured. 

Officers in the organ¬ 
ized crime unit are lead¬ 
ing the police 

investigation, but 

Michalyshen said it was 
too early to confirm 
whether the shooting was 
gang-related or whether it 
could be linked to other 
recent violence. 

“Just because (the or¬ 
ganized crime unit is) in¬ 
volved ... doesn’t 

necessarily confirm we 
are dealing with organ¬ 
ized crime,” he said. 

Police said the home 
was known to them from 
prior events, but couldn’t 
say if any of its occupants 
had been targeted in the 
incident.

Province 
compiling 
report to 
fight future 
flooding 

The province has hired 
two engineer consulting 
firms to “urgently” devel¬ 
op options to deal with 
high water levels in Lake 
Manitoba and Lake St. 
Martin. 

“We’ve had a 
preliminary report where 
(engineering firms) have 
identified numerous 
options for an outlet from 
Lake St.Martin to Lake 
Winnipeg, and also an out¬ 
let from Lake Manitoba to 
Lake St.Martin,” said Steve 
Topping, executive direc¬ 
tor of Manitoba Water 
Stewardship. 

Even though the outlets 
could potentially relieve 
high water levels, Topping 
said it may be months 
until a shovel hits the dirt. 
Topping put the cost of 
the channels at between 
$100 million to $200 mil¬ 
lion, meaning the cost to 
the province for this year’s 
flood fight is now north of 
$550 million. 

Alongside the potential 
outlets, new financial as¬ 
sistance has been put in 
place for those affected by 
flooding, increasing the 
maximum payout for 
permanent homes from 
$200,000 to $270,000 on 
Lake Manitoba and estab¬ 
lishing more aid for 
constructing permanent 
flood protection across the 
province. 

“Our goal is to lower 
lake-water levels on these 
lakes and provide hard-hit 
communities with needed 
relief,” said Premier Greg 
Selinger, explaining how 
the two engineering firms 

— AECOM and KGS Group 

— will develop solutions 
to keep water levels in 
these lakes in check. 

“It’s clear the fight is 
not yet over.”

A Manitoba Lotteries and 
Canad Inns redevelop¬ 
ment is going to cast a 
shadow on McPhillips 
Street, with a new 17- 
storey destination hotel 
slated to be built at the 
McPhillips Station Casino. 

President and chair of 


Canad Inns, Leo Ledo- 
howslci, said the hotel will 
“stand out on the skyline 
and then become a kind of 
a beacon for the location 
of this entity.” 

The project is in its 
planning stages, with con¬ 
struction starting next 
spring for an early 2013 
opening. Steve Ashton, 
minister responsible for 
Manitoba Lotteries, said 


the partnership also took 
into account the surround¬ 
ing community’s con¬ 
cerns. 

“By purchasing the pre¬ 
vious property, we’re able 
to do a lot more for securi¬ 
ty and a lot more for creat¬ 
ing employment in the 
area. A lot more people 
are going to be coming in¬ 
to this area and that’s 
good for development all 


along McPhillips.” 

McPhillips Street is cur¬ 
rently undergoing years of 
road construction and 
when asked about traffic 
concerns, Ashton said, 
“We’re going to match 
that. One of the key ele¬ 
ments in the acquisition is 
the ability to have com¬ 
plete control of the park¬ 
ing and we’ll have proper 
traffic control.”

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Greece disables aid 
ship bound for Gaza 

O Activists on Canadian ship call on Ottawa to denounce 
what they call an unlawful act by the Greek government 


The Greek coast guard has 
damaged a Canadian ship 
bound for Gaza, forcing it 
back to shore after ram¬ 
ming it against a cement 
pier, activists said yester- 
day. 

Activists at first believed 
the ship was sinking as a 
result of the hard landing. 
While it appeared the dam¬ 
aged ship would stay 
afloat, it remained con¬ 
fined to a Greek port late 
yesterday after an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to reach 
Gaza. 

The Tahrir, bearing at 
least 30 Canadians, left a 
Greek port early yesterday 
evening local time and was 
boarded 15 minutes later 


by armed officers from the 
Greek coast guard. 

Within an hour, the ship 
was back at another Greek 
port, where supporters of 
its mission were gathering. 

“They arrived back to 
land into a location ... 
where the coast guard 
forced them to go to. Not 
the original dock,” Ehab 
Lotayef, a Montreal-based 
spokesman for the ship, 
told The Canadian Press in 
a telephone interview. 

“They slammed it into 
the concrete, into the pier- 
side.” 

Lotayef said several 
dozen activist passengers 
remained late yesterday on 
board the ship, which was 


damaged and leaking 
diesel. 

“We are holding the 
Greeks responsible for all 
that — totally unjustified 
action by the Greek gov¬ 
ernment, arm-twisted by 
the Israelis,” he said. 

“It is a setback but it’s 
not the end of the road. 
The efforts will continue 
worldwide until this block¬ 
ade ends.” 

The ship had left the 
Greek port of Agios Nilco- 
laos. Days earlier, a Greek 
coast guard vessel took up 
a berth next to the Tahrir 
after its activists declared 
their intent to set sail after 
various delays.

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TORONTO. It’s part cathe¬ 
dral, part parking meter 
and part Cadillac. And 
it’s the latest invention 
out of Great Britain. 

It’s called the 
AutoWed Wedding 
Machine — a kind of 
vending machine for 
wedding ceremonies. 

It’s the brainchild of 
Sam Lanyon, a 30-year- 
old electronics engineer. 

It’s a simple process: 
You put in $1 and the ma¬ 
chine begins to play a 
wedding march. Then it 
asks you what kind of 
ceremony you want: Gay, 
straight, lesbian or best 
friend forever. 

Once you have select¬ 
ed the type of wedding, 
AutoWed takes over. If 
you agree to marry, you 
press the No. 1 on a com¬ 
puter keyboard. If you 
don’t agree, you press 2 
for “escape.” After you 
exchange vows, it 
dispenses two plastic 
rings. Once the rings 
have been exchanged, a 
voice congratulates you 
and instructs you to kiss. 

With the ceremony 
over, the vending 
machine dispenses a re¬ 
ceipt with your names on 
it and asks you to hold on 
to it. Lanyon admits the 
ceremony is not legally 
binding, but designed on¬ 
ly as a novelty.

Joey Chestnut scarfed down 62 
hotdogs to win his fifth consecutive 
Fourth of July hotdog-eating contest 
at Coney Island — the equivalent of 
about 20,000 calories in 10 minutes. 

It wasn’t a personal best for the 27- 
year-old nicknamed Jaws, but it was 
enough to out-eat second-place 
finisher Patrick Bertoletti by nine 
wieners. Chestnut of San Jose, Calif., 
won $10,000 and the coveted 


mustard-yellow belt. 

“I feel great!” he said, sweat pour¬ 
ing down his face after the contest, 
adding he was going to drink a lot of 
water and avoid hotdogs for a few 
days. 

This year, for the first time, the an¬ 
nual contest in front of Nathan’s Fa¬ 
mous fast food stand was broken into 
two divisions, one for men and one 
for women. 

Sonya Thomas, known as the 
“Black Widow” of competitive eating, 
won with 40 downed dogs, earning 
her $10,000 and her own pink cham¬ 
pion’s belt. 

Both Thomas and Chestnut broke 
world records in 2009; he with 68 
and she with 41.

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Gas prices drive 
car sales up 

O Motorists spurn gas-guzzling trucks and SUVs 
for fuel efficiency O June sales soared for Top 3 


Canada’s leading automak¬ 
ers are reporting a strong 
rebound in sales last 
month after a weak per¬ 
formance in May. 

Ford, General Motors 
and Chrysler of Canada 
saw their sales improve 
dramatically on an annual 
basis. 

Ford Canada once again 
claimed the top spot with 
June sales that rose six per 
cent to 33,450 from 31,707 
from year-before levels. 
That was its best June since 
1989. 

May was the only month 


the automaker, along with 
many others, reported a 
decline in sales, led by 
falling truck sales. That led 
observers to suggest that 
high gas prices are forcing 
drivers to rein in purchas¬ 
es. Automakers have been 
reporting a boost in car 
sales for most of this year 
due to soaring fuel costs. 

In June, Ford car sales 
were up 32 per cent, driven 
by sales of its Focus, Fu¬ 
sion, Taurus and Mustang. 
Truck sales, however, fell 
nearly four per cent. 

General Motors Canada, 


Canada’s second-best- 
selling automaker last 
month, said sales grew 12 
per cent from a year ago, 
led by its Chevrolet Cruze 
and other fuel-efficient 
cars. Total sales of vehicles 
was 27,865, compared to 
24,897 a year before. 

Meanwhile, Chrysler 
Canada reported the 
largest improvement from 
year-ago sales. The compa¬ 
ny said its sales soared 27 
per cent to 23,576 vehicles 
from 18,502 a year ago. 
That was its best June since

Charlie Day, best known for

Choice, not money, 
the key to happiness 


O New Zealand researchers find that 
self-expression and life options are 
more important than having money

Money doesn’t buy happi¬ 
ness. But what does? Ac¬ 
cording to a large 
worldwide study, having 
choices in life and being 
able to express yourself 
are the most important in¬ 
gredients in being happy. 

Researchers in New 
Zealand collected data 
from all around the world 
on what factors contribute 
to well-being. Altogether, 
the studies included 
420,599 people from 63 
countries over several 
decades, so the science be¬ 
hind their results is very 
strong. 

“The main finding is 
that money does not buy 
happiness and well-being,” 
says Dr. Ronald Fischer, 
lead author, in an email to 
Metro. 

“Choice and autonomy 
are more directly related 
to happiness than having 
lots of money. Autonomy 
provides you with the op¬ 
tions to pursue meaning in 
your life, to find activities 
that stimulate and excite 
you and keep you active,” 
explains Fischer, who is a 
senior lecturer in psychol¬ 
ogy and Fellow of the Cen¬ 
tre for Applied 
Cross-Cultural Research at 
Victoria University of 
Wellington, New Zealand. 

He and colleagues were 
surprised by the finding 
that choice and self-ex¬ 
pression are more impor¬ 
tant than money, 
especially once you have 
your basic needs met. 

“We did not predict we 
would find these clear pat¬ 
terns when we started and 
none of our friends or col¬ 
leagues would have bet on 
this.” 

Job searchers take note. 

“People may not need to 
go for the highest paying 
job, but rather focus on 
something that fulfills 



A giant new study in New 
Zealand found the ingredi¬ 
ents to happiness.

► Establish a few close and 
meaningful relationships 

► Step away from Facebook, 
Twitter and email and cul¬ 
tivate some deeper friend¬ 
ships 

► Seek individualism, not

► Seek freedom to pursue 
your interests 

► Do things that excite you 

them personally and gives 
them greater happiness 
and satisfaction in their 
life,” he says. 

He warns that too much 
of anything is bad. 

“Having too many 
choices or too much au¬ 
tonomy can lead to doubt 
about what to do, and re¬ 
gret that you aren’t mak¬ 
ing the right choices.” 

The study was pub¬ 
lished by the American 
Psychological Association.
